Addingham. — The Choral Society gave their first 
concert on Whit-Monday, in the National School-room, 
Addingham, the band and chorus numbering about thirty 
performers. Mr. Wm. Dean presided at the pianoforte, 
and Mr. James Dean conducted. The music was 
well performed, considering the short time the society 
has been in existence. 

Adelaide (South Australia). — The Choral and Sacred 
Harmonic Societies of Adelaide have had their Handel 
Festival, and have done their best to commemorate the 
immortal, musician. On the 14th of April, the Messiah 
was given, at White's Rooms, to a crowded audience, 
the Governor and leading colonists being present upon the 
occasion. The principal vocalists were Misses Petman, 
Tozer, and Rowe; and Messrs. Daniel and Ball. Madame 
Anna Cranz was prevented by indisposition from singing. 
Mr. Luiger was the conductor, and Mr. Chapman leader, 
while Mr. Daniel filled the office of choral-master. Ac- 
cording to the local papers, the performance was in the 
highest degree successful ; the solo singers distinguished 
themselves greatly, the choruses were admirably executed, 
and the band acquitted themselves in a most satisfactory 
manner. On the following evening Alexander's Feast was 
given equally well. 

Bedford. — The Bedford Harmonic Society performed 
successfully Judas Maccabaus on the 7th of June. Miss 
Rosa Haines gave the soprano songs excellently; Mr. 
Haines, Mr. P. H. Diemer, &c, sang other solos. Mr. 
John Nunn was the principal violinist. Mr. Jordan took 
the chief violoncello part. The Rev. Henry E. Havergal 
conducted as usual. 

Beethoven Rooms. — Miss Le Dieu's soiree musicale 
took place at these rooms, on the 6th of June, when the 



principal performers were Miss Van Noorden, Mrs. 
Beuthin. Miss Palmer, Mr. Regaldi and Mr. Thomas, 
Madame de Vaucheran, Mr. Dando, and Miss he Dieu. 
Conductors, Mr. Walter Macfarren, Mr. Beuthin, and Mr. 
Van Noorden. Miss Le Dieu is an accomplished pianist, 
her execution is neat and precise, and she played several 
classical compositions of Mozart and Beethoven with 
considerable taste. Miss Van Noorden gave the cavatina, 
" See at your feet," by Balfe, in a most effective style, 
and Mr. Regaldi, among other pieces, sung a beautiful 
composition of his own, called " The soldier's lament." 
The concert was well attended, and gave general satis- 
faction. 

Bristol.— On Whit-Sunday, the choir of St. Mary's 
Catholic Chapel performed Haydn's Mass, No. 16, in a 
highly creditable manner. They were assisted by several 
accomplished singers. Mr. Sircom presided at the organ, 
and Mr. S. D. Saunders conducted. 

Cheltenham. — The annual concert of the members of 
the Choral Society, formed from among the students in 
residence at the Normal College, and at St. Mary's Hall, 
came off on the 14th ult., and was conducted by Mr. Bliss. 
The room was crowded by some 1100 auditors* The 
music performed consisted of selections from Mozart's 12th 
Service, and from the Creation and Romberg's Lay of the 
Bell, with full orchestral accompaniments, and a selection 
of part-songs, &c, unaccompanied. Several of the 
choruses were admirably given by about 130 voices. 

Concerts to come — Miss Elizabeth Philp has an- 
nounced a morning concert for the 5th of July, to take 
place at the Hanover-square Rooms. The performers 
will include Madlle. Artot, Madame Finoli, Miss Dolby, 
and Miss Philp ; Messrs. Jules Lefevre, Patey, Wieni- 
awski, Engell, Benedict, &c. — Miss Clara McKenzie and 
Miss Spiller's evening concert will be held at St. Martin's 
Hall, on the 5th inst., with Mr. S. Reeves, Miss A. God- 
dard, Miss Palmer, Miss Banks, the Misses McKenzie, 
Miss Spiller, the Madrigal Union, and others. 

Coseley. — Musical Festival at Christ Church. 
— Handel's Judas Maccahceus was given at Christ Church, 
Coseley, on the 16th of May, for the benefit of the Wol- 
verhampton Orphan Asylum. The Coseley and Sedgley 
Choral Society have for some time past been diligently 
engaged in mastering the many beauties of this oratorio, 
and the result of their labours was a performance which 
may challenge comparison with many meetings of much 
larger pretensions. The band and chorus comprised about 
100 performers. The principal vocalists were Mrs. J. 
Hayward, Miss Whitham, Mr. Mason, and Mr. Glydon. 
Mr. Henry Hayward acted as leader, and Mr. S. Simms, 
jun., presided at the organ. The entire arrangements 
were under the control of Mr. Evans, conductor. 

Crewkerne (Somersetshire). — The Musical Society of 
this town gave a concert on the 7th ult., at the National 
School-room. The programme contained a judicious ad- 
mixture of vocal and instrumental pieces, including songs 
and choruses, which were very neatly performed. Mr. 
Summerhayes conducted. 

Derby. — The members of the Harmonic Society gave 
their fourth and last concert of the season, in the Tem- 
perance Hall, on the 6th ujt. Mr. Charles Horsley con- 
ducted, and the band was under the leadership of Mr. 
Kendrick. The orchestra consisted of upwards of 70 
performers, Mr. James presiding at the organ. The 
performance commenced with an overture by the band, 
which was played with precision and taste ; the cornet 
playing of Mr. Ryley was much applauded. There were 
several songs by Miss Belfield and Mr. Carnall, and the 
second part of the concert was devoted to Van Bree's 
cantata, St. Cecilia's Day, which produced an excellent 
effect. 

Downton. — The members of the British Schools held 
their annual meeting on the 18th ult. Messrs. Stanley, 
Drage, and Kenningham, of Salisbury Cathedral Choir, 
were the vocalists engaged for the occasion, who sang

several glees and songs, which were much admired. Mr. 
T. Young performed on the violin, and Mr. Brind presided 
at the pianoforte. 

Dover. — The performing members of the Choral Society 
entertained their friends at the Wellington Hall, on the 
17th of May, with an excellent selection of music, under 
the direction of Mr. E. Barnes. A steady tone and 
delicacy of expression was observed throughout the 
choruses, and a great improvement in their execution was 
observable. 

Forest Hill. — The Psalmody Association had their 
first public meeting at the Sydenham Chapel, on the 17th 
ult., when a collection was made in aid of the organ fund. 
The programme consisted of sacred music, which was very 
carefully executed. The solo singers were Mrs. A. Gilbert, 
Mr. and Mrs. R. Paget, Miss Cole, Miss L. Baxter, Mr. F. 
Elmore, and Mr. F. Reilly. Dr. Gilbert presided at the 
organ. 

Handel Choral Society. — The members of this 
newly-formed society gave a concert in the School-room, 
at the Foundling Hospital, on the 8th of June. The per- 
formance-consisted of Van Bree's St. Cecilia's Day, an aria 
by Mercadante, a part-song by Muller, and Mendelssohn's 
jithalie, all of which were sung with great precision and 
effect to a pianoforte accompaniment by Messrs, Callcott 
and Ganz. Mr. Willing conducted. The principal sin- 
gers were Miss Annie Cox, Miss Leffler, and Miss Wells. 
It may be observed as an apology for the Handel Society 
giving a concert without singing a note of Handel's music, 
that the title is adopted in recognition of the intimate as 
sociation of Handel with the Foundling Hospital, the 
intention being to practise all classical choral compositions 

Hoxton-house Lunatic Asylum. — Mr. J. W. 
Coventry, organist to this institution, gave a musical en 
tertainment to the inmates on the 27th of May, when the 
Creation was performed in a most creditable manner by the 
pupils of his instrumental and vocal classes. The solo 
parts were sung by Mrs. Marshall, Miss Shelford, Mr. 
Spedding, and Mr. Hersey. The music was listened to 
throughout with unflagging interest, and proved to be a 
very great amusement to those whose sources of recreation 
are necessarily so limited. 

Kensington. — The post of organist of Kensington 
Parish Church, which lately became vacant, has been con- 
ferred upon Mr. Henry Wheatly, a professor well known 
in the western suburbs of London, who has, we believe, 
officiated at St. Paul's, Hammersmith, for some 14 years 

Leipzig. — Miss Diana Ashton, a young pianist of 
Durham, made a most successful debut at the concert of 
the Conservatoir, at Leipzig, on the 9th of April. Her 
performance of Beethoven's concerto in G Major was 
much applauded, and she was highly complimented hy a 
number of musicians who were present. 

Lichfield. — On the 16th of May, Mr. Bedsmore, 
assistant organist of Lichfield Cathedral, gave a perform- 
ance of Mendelssohn's oratorio Elijah, in the Guildhall, 
Lichfield, which was attended by a crowded audience. 
The principal vocalists were Miss Hughes, Miss Lascelles, 
Mr. Brandon, and Mr. Sims Reeves. The performance 
made a great impression on the audience. The choruses 
were given with effect by a choral body, well trained by 
Mr. Bedsmore, and ably assisted by a well-selected 
number of voices from the Birmingham Festival Choral 
Society. Mr. H. Shargool, of the Birmingham Town 
Hall Concerts, led with his usual ability ; the band was 
well selected, and performed their parts with much steadi 
ness. We congratulate Mr. Bedsmore upon the success 
of this undertaking. 

Limerick. — The Glee Union gave their first concert on 
the 25th of May, in the Athenseum Hall. The programme 
consisted principally of selections from the Orpheus col- 
lection, which were executed in a manner that elicited 
continued applause from a crowded house. 

Liverpool. — The members of the Vocal Union gave 



their sixth and last performance at St. George's Hall, on 
the 25th of May. The first portion of the concert com- 
prised the first and second parts of the Creation. A 
miscellaneous selection followed, including several glees, 
agreeably sung by the pupils of the School for the Blind. 
The principal vocalists were Miss Hiles, Mr. Mason, and 
Mr. Brandon, who deserved much praise. The choruses 
were ably sustained throughout. Mr. Best presided at the 
organ. Mr. Wilberforce accompanied on the pianoforte, 
where it was required, and Mr. Armstrong conducted. 

London Society for Teaching the Blind. — The 
twenty-first annual meeting of this useful charity was held 
at the Hanover-square Rooms, on the 25th of May. The 
chair was taken by Lord Ebury. The Blind pupils per- 
formed a selection of choruses from Handel, Haydn, and 
Mendelssohn, as well as some organ music, and acquitted 
themselves very creditably, under the direction of their 
teacher, Mr. Edwin Barnes, the organist of St. George the 
Martyr, Bloomsbury. 

Newark. — A new organ, built by Foster and Andrews, 
of Hull, was opened at the Congregational Chapel, on the 
20th ult., by Mr. Ridley, of Liverpool, the organist of the 
chapel, who played a selection of music in such a manner 
as to exhibit the beauties and capabilities of the instrument 
to the fullest extent. 

New Organs. — On Sunday, the 5th ult., the new organ 
built by Mr. Holditch, of Euston-road, in the church of 
St. James, Mitre-square, Aldgate, was first used for divine 
worship. The Rev. Mr. Spencer, who preached upon the 
occasion, said he felt that the organ was eminently adapted 
to the church, and he was surprised that so beautiful an 
instrument had been erected at so small a sum as this had 
cost. The organ has a remarkably fine quality of tone, 
and was admirably played by the maker, Mr. G. M. 
Holditch, who fully showed forth its capabilities. — A new 
organ, built by Mr. R. Postill, of York, was opened at St. 
Paul's Church, Spennymoor, on the 5th ult. Mr. W. 
Atkinson performed upon the instrument, which was 
pronounced to be an excellent one. — An organ, built by 
the same maker, was opened at the Methodist Free 
Church, at South Shields, on the 5th ult. Mr. Redshaw, 
of Newcastle, presided, and the congregation were highly 
pleased with the tone of the instrument. — The York 
Minster organ is undergoing extensive alterations and 
improvements, by Messrs. Hill and Son, of London, which 
it is expected will render this a most perfect instrument. 

New York. — The New York papers speak in high 
terms of praise of the pianoforte playing of Mr. Hoffman, 
who performed at the last Philharmonic Concert Mendels- 
sohn's Serenade and Chopin's Polonaise in A flat. 

Redland. — A People's Band has been formed in Red- 
land, under the superintendence of Mr. S D. Saunders, 
which is giving great satisfaction to the neighbourhood of 
Bristol. 

Scarborough. — The Vocal Amateur Society gave a 
coneert at the Town Hall, on the 9th of June, in aid of 
the building fund of the Sea-bathing Infirmary. The 
large room was crowded upon the occasion. The pro- 
gramme consisted of songs and glees, which were very well 
performed. The solo singers were Mrs. Sunderland, Miss 
Robinson, Mr. H. Robinson, and Mr. H. Morrison. 
Conductor, Mr. Naylor. 

Southampton. — A very successful concert, given by 
the Choral Harmonic Society, took place at the end of 
May. It was a difficult task for such a society to sing the 
heavy double chorusses in Israel in Egypt, which was the 
oratorio chosen for the occasion ; but they were enabled, by 
careful and frequent practice, to succeed beyond all ex- 
pectations, and the music was throughout well executed. 
The principal singers were Miss Dell, Mrs. Ray, Miss 
Elderton, Mrs. Stilwell, Messrs. Dyer, Ure, and Douglas. 
Mr. Alexander Rowland conducted in a most efficient 
manner. 

Southwark. — A concert of vocal music was given on 
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June 1st, in the School-room, Harrow-street, Borough, by 
the South wark Tonic Sol-fa Singing Class. The programme 
consisted of glees and part-songs, all of which were given 
very effectively, several of them being warmly encored. Be- 
tween the parts, Mr. Toulson, the conductor, was presented 
by the members of the class with an ivory baton, elegantly 
mounted in silver, as a testimonial of esteem and an 
acknowledgment of his kind services during the past year. 

Speldhuhst. — The New School-rooms were opened on 
the 27th of May, by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
in the evening a concert was given by the members of the 
Rusthall and Speldhurst choirs, assisted by several ladies 
and gentlemen of the neighbourhood. A number of 
anthems and part-songs were very creditably performed, 
under the direction of Mr. Roberts. 

St. Paul's Cathedral.— The annual festival of the 
Charity Schools was held on the 9th of June, in St. Paul's 
Cathedral. The same arrangements were made as on for- 
mer occasions, the children, numbering about 6,000, being 
ranged in tiers round the whole arena of the great dome. 
All the little singers were decked out in ribbons, medals, 
or favours, and made a brilliant show, from the variety of 
colours. A great number of the aristocracy were present, 
and the performance as usual produced an effect which 
only required to be heard to be appreciated. The Hun- 
dredth Psalm was throughout beautifully in time, and the 
children joined with great precision in Tallis's responses 
and the chants after the psalms. The choir then sung 
Boyce's Te Deum and Jubilate, and afterwards Handel's 
Coronation Anthem, the children joining in the last part, 
"God save the Queen," &c. After the 113th psalm to 
" Anniversary," the sermon was preached by the Hon. 
Dr. Villiers, Bishop of Carlisle, and at the conclusion the 
104th psalm to " Hanover" was well sung by the children. 
The service was concluded with the " Hallelujah Chorus," 
which was extremely fine, and produced the most thrilling 
sensations in the audience. Messrs. Goss and Cooper 
presided at the organ, and Mr. Bates performed his 
arduous part of conductor with the greatest credit. 

Weedon. — The Weedon Choral Society gave their 
annual concert in the Independent Chapel, on the 12th of 
May. The place was decorated with flowers and ever- 
greens very tastefully for the occasion. The selection 
consisted of sacred pieces from Handel, Haydn, and other 
composers. The solos were sung by Messrs. Andrews and 
Adams, and Masters Andrews and Daley,. The choruses 
were gone through remarkably well. They were accompa- 
nied upon the pianoforte by Miss Lyne, Master Bird, and 
Master Coles, at intervals, and each gave a solo, and were 
applauded. 

Wisbech. — Mr. Porter gave a concert on the 6th of 
June, with his Church Singing Class, which was well 
attended. The programme consisted of glees from the 
Musical Times, duets, &c, and two harmonium solos. The 
class has only been formed a few months, and is progress- 
ing most favourably under the conductorship of Mr. 
Porter, the organist of the Parish Church. 

Yardley. — On the 10th of June, a concert of vocal 
music was given in the School-room, the object being to 
raise funds towards establishing a parochial library. The 
programme was a very attractive one, the first part con- 
taining selections from Elijah and Eli, the second part 
being miscellaneous. The principal performers were 
Mrs. Tompson, Miss Pargeter, and Mr. Tompson, of Bir- 
mingham ; Mrs. Geoyther, Messrs. Fewtrel, Twist, and 
Chell, of Yardley. Mrs. John Gregory presided at the 
pianoforte.
